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appropriation except upon the certification of the governor, sec-
retary of state and state treasurer that such moneys are needed
* * * and that no other appropriation is available for that
purpose. Any moneys so required beyond the regular appro-
priation shall appear on the books of the secretary of state as
an additional cost of operating the institution, department, board,
commission or other body as the ecase may be,

(2) The term ‘“emergency appropriation’’ within the meaning
of this section, shall be limited to meet unforseen emergencies
and contingencies as a result of damage or disaster to works,
buildings, or other property owned by the state, or as a result of
epidemic of disease menacing the life and health of the people, or
as a result of the lack of sufficient appropriations for state institu-
tions with which to supply the necessary food, clothing, and neces-
sary medical care.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 444.

AN ACT making an appropriation to défray the expenses of the
special joint investigating committee appointed pursuant to
joint resolution No. 26, S.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any moneys
in the general fund not otherwise appropriated, the sum of ten
thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary to pay
the expenses which the special joint investigating committee ap-
pointed pursuant to joint resolution No. 26, S., has ineurred or
may incur pursuant to said joint resolution, including expenses
for legal services, draftsman, clerks and stenographers and other
expenses of said committee.

Section 2. All bills for the expenses of said committee shall be
first approved by the committee and audited by the secretary of
state who shall issue warrants therefor upon the state treasurer.
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Section 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
